Frederic Froebel was one of the foremost of eda-.

adopted. He took his first lessons from the mother’s 
talk and play with her child, and making this his 
model, returned it to her, broadened and systema 
tized. The instinct that makes a mother play with 
her baby, is a revelation of a first principle, git 
ing the key-note of human education, and upon it 
Froebel modulated his whole system. The chil 
dren are taught to play, not restrained from play 
and given lessons to learn, as many think, and pr 
nounce it barbarous cruelty; but taught, 0 








sciously to themselves through their plays. 
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Curtius, and the concluding volume of Max Mul. 
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bel’s idea is to follow the plan of Nature in all her 
works, and develop the child gradually, as a plant 
or a flower is developed. Children are plants. 
Hence the name Kindergarten, children’s garden ; 
and the beautiful word Aindergdrtner, children’s 
gardener, instead of the old harsh, much abused, 
time-worn “ teacher.”

The time 
occupied is from the legal murder of Sir Walter 
Raleigh, in the reign of James I., to the imprison- 
ment of the Cato-Street conspirators, Arthur This- 
tlewood and his associates, in 1820, immediately 
after the accession of George IV. These were the 
last prisoners in the Tower of London. Mr. Dixon 
has made an agreeable and instructive work. He 
declares that the subject has been in his mind for 
over twenty years. 


Ir is said that “ Bishop Proudie,” in Mr. An- 
thony Trollope’s clerical novels, was drawn from 
the Rev. Dr. Renn Dickson Hampden, Bishop of 
Hereford, lately deceased. Some of the points of 
character may be like, but Dr. Hampden never 
allowed his episcopal functions to be exercised or 
invaded by “ Mrs. Proudie.” 


Mr. E. De Lzon’s Egyptian romance, “ Askaros 
Kassis, the Kopt,’’ has been republished in London. 


Computsory education is to be the rule, under 
the law of 1870, throughout England and Wales. 


“ Herve Rigx” is the name of a poem written by 
Mr. Robert Browning, who has sold it for 3500, and 
given the money to the Paris Relief-Fund. It will 
appear immediately. 


A new “History of Italian Literature,” which 
will include a survey of the fine arts, is now being 
written by Mr. J. A. Symonds, formerly Fellow of 
Magdalen College, Oxford. 


Mr. Swixsourne’s “Songs before Sunrise’’ has got 
into a second edition. ‘ The End of a March” is a 
poem of his, which will be published in a new ma- 
gazine this mouth. 


“ Litt Forks” is the title of a new illustrated 
sixpenny magazine for children, commenced with 
the new year, which already has a circulation of 
70,000 copies. Each number contains between 
forty and fifty engravings. 


Cuartes Reapr’s new story is to appear, in 
monthly instalments, in ‘“Cassell’s Magazine,” 
published in London. 


“ Tue Ficat at Dame Evropa’s Scnoot,” a smart 
and clever satire on the Franco-German War, 
which has obtained almost unexampled popularity 
in England, was written by the Rev. H. W. Pul- 
len, Minor Canon and Librarian of Salisbury Cathe- 
dral, who is reported to be about resigning his 
cathedral appointments, which he has held since 
1863, with the intention of devoting himself for 
the present to literary work. 


“A Famiuiar History of the British Army,’’ from 
1660 to 1870, in crown 4to., is advertised. Mr. 
J. H. Stocqueler, who was known in this country 
a few years ago as “Professor J. H. Siddons,’’ is 
the author. 


A work of fiction, entitled “A Visit to my Dis- 
contented Cousin,” which originally appeared in 
“ Fraser's Magazine,” having been praised warmly, 
and at considerable extent, in “ The Times,” im- 
mediately ran into the second edition. A similar 
review of “Lady. Audley’s Secret,” in the same 
journal, drawing attention to the ability of Miss 
Braddon, at once gave her rank among the first 
novelists of the time.

“ Vierzig Riuber,” or the ‘* Forty Thieves,” a comie 
opera by Johann Strausz, taken from the same 
story out of which Signor Bottesini lately drew his 
opera buffa, “ Ali Baba.” 


A Roumanian poet of note, named I. Eliades Ra- 
dulescos, is translating the “ Divina Commedia” of 
Dante into the Roumanian dialect or language. 


Fottowine the example of the “Edinburgh Re- 
view” and the “ Dublin University Magazine,” the 
“North British Review” is now published in Lon- 
don, the capital of South Britain.

Ir is stated that “ Ginx’s Baby,” which has al- 
ready got into the sixth edition in London, and the 
fourth in New York, was written by a young Eng- 
lish barrister, son of the Rev. Dr. Jenkins, late of 
Philadelphia, and now of Canada. Against this is 
the author’s own statement, in his note to the 
“ Spectator,” a London paper which had sharply 
criticized him: “If you knew my name you would 
probably recognize one who has publicly and prac- 
tically striven to refute the doctrine which would 
subordinate the honor of a nation to its wealth.” 
No person named Jenkins has obtained sucha pub- 
lic reputation as the above statement would imply. 


Yate Coutece is fortunate in having obtained, 


by purchase, the library of Robert von Mohl, the 
distinguished writer on political science, for many 
years professor at the universities of Heidelberg 
and Tiibingen, and now Ambassador of Baden at 
Munich. It contains 6000 volumes, distributed as 
follows: 1. Political encyclopedias, 150 vols.—2 
General theory of politics and socia! science, 500 
vols.—3. Public law of Germany, England, France, 
United States, Switzerland, &c., a careful selection of 
the principal works in this department, 1500 vols.

ALEXANDRE Dumas, whose name as author is on 
the title-page of over six hundred volumes, is 
stated to have left to his son, also a popular, though 
less prolific, author, some chests’-full of romances, 
memoirs, plays, and fragments of travel and adven- 
ture. His two greatest works, “ Les Trois Mous- 
quetaires” and “Le Comte de Monte-Christo,” will 
last as long as France has a distinctive literature. 


Tue literary executors of the late Charles Dick- 
ens (namely, Miss Georgina Hogarth and Mr. Johu 
Forster, the biographer of Goldsmith and Landor), 
have disposed, at a very high rate, of the author’s 
interest in the works of Charles Dickens. Messrs. 
Chapman & Hall, the original publishers of the 
“Pickwick Papers,’’ and of many other of these 
works, are the purchasers. Mr. Henry Fielding 
Dickens, a son of “ Boz,’’ has lately given public 
readings in London, with effect and success. 


Mark Lemon, late editor of “ Punch,’’ left only 
$4000 under his will to his family. Mr. Thomas 
Brassey, the railroad contractor, left accumulations, 
in money and securities, to an amount exceeding 
$16,500,000, besides large landed estates, and the 
probate duty on his personal property was $200,000. 


Tue last number of the “American Presbyterian 
Review,” published by J. M. Sherwood, No. 26 Bible 
House, New York, contains am article of marked 
ability which cannot fail to attract the attention 
especially of the educated or philosophic reader. 
It is written by Prof. Tayler Lewis, who is uni- 
versally recognized as one of our profoundest 
thinkers. It treats of “ The Ancient Oracles, the 
Primitive Greek Religion.” The subject is dis- 
cussed not altogether in an historical or archeolo- 
gical spirit, but rather as it bears upon the spiritual 
development of the race in the past, and on the 
other hand is connected with some imposing forms 
of recent thought. “ Reverence,’’ says the author, 
“may make us hesitate to bring into the compari- 
son the Jehovah of the Scriptures, but we need not 
fear to say that we had better believe even in the 
Zeus of Homer, than in the Nous of Anaxagoras, 
or that ‘ god of forces,’ which is all that is left to us 
in suck a theism as that of Spencer, Huxley, and 
Darwin.” We do not desire to present a summary 
of the article, but rather to call attention to it as 
deserving by its merit to take rank side by side 
with the important contributions by the author to 
the comment upon Genesis in the Lange series. We 
may add, however, that the general character of 
the “American Presbyterian Review,” especially of 
late, is of high and improving order. It has around 
ita body of able writers, many of whose papers are 
of permanent value. 


Mr. J. Harn Friswett’s new book, “ Modern Men 
of Letters Honestly Criticized,” is an octavo of 370 
pages, just published in London by Hodder & 
Houghton. The English critical journals have 
been singularly unanimous in their condemnation 
of the work. It must be admitted that the latter 
portion of the title would seem to imply that critics 
do not always write honestly, and it is possible this 
insinuation may have exercised an adverse influ- 
ence upon those journals in which literary criticism 
is the especial feature, and in which the notices of 
Mr. Friswell’s book appeared. The author is cer- 
tainly very outspoken in expressing his opinions. 
He ignores popular judgment and prejudices, and 
With total disregard of the reverential awe with 
Which such subjects are commonly invested, ex- 
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presses views, which if not entirely original, are 
decidedly heterodox, concerning some of the most 
prominent littérateurs of the day; and the idea sug- 
gests itself that the unpalatable nature of his re- 
marks may have been an additional cause of the 
unfriendliness of his commentators. 

The writers who are passed in review are as fol- 
lows: Dickens, Mark Lemon, Victor Hugo, Charles 
Reade, Ruskin, Robert Browning, Anthony Trollope, 
Tennyson, Sala, Lever, Grote, Disraeli, Lord Lytton, 
Ainsworth, Thomas Carlyle, Longfellow, Swinburne, 
Rev. Charles Kingsley, Emerson, T. W. Robertson, 
and Edmond About. Each sketch includes a short 
biography, and, in most cases, a description of the 
author’s personal appearance, alist of his principal 
works, together with a critical exposition of his style 
and merits. 

George Augustus Sala has been especially hardly 
dealt with. He is spoken of as being “a Bohe- 
mian writer of a bad school,” “a driveller of 
tipsy, highflown and highfalutin nonsense,’’ who 
“can sell his pen to describe a Jew clothier’s, an ad- 
vertising furniture dealer’s, a Manchester hatter’s, 
ora St. Paul’s churchyard bonnet shop,’’ and much 
more inthe same strain. Mr. Sala has, we under- 
stand, commenced an action against the publishers 
of the book. Of Harrison Ainsworth, the author 
says, “the existence of this writer is an event to be 
deplored,” and Lord Lytton’s personal appearance 
is described as “ rather feeble, doddering, a Cousin 
Feenix, with tumble hair, a face rouged, flushed, a 
noble forehead and high aristocratic nose.” The 
book is full of such vulgar personalities, but des- 
pite these blemishes, it contains many shrewd ob- 
servations and wholesome truths, and whatever 
may be the value of Mr. Friswell’s judgment, he 
has certainly produced a most interesting volume.

OBITUARY. 


Miss Auice Cary, an American poet, who also 
wrote prose with great ability, has been removed 
by death since our last issue. She was born in 
Cincinnati, about fifty years ago, and had resided 
in New York, with her younger sister, Phebe, during 
the last twenty years. She was amiable, beloved, 
and perhaps more highly gifted with poetical 


genius than any other American female writer of | 


her time. 


Dr. SHerman Mospratr, of the Liverpool College 
of Chemistry, and author of a very popular “ Dic- 
tionary of Chemistry’ and numerous other scien- 
tific works of high value, has died in his fiftieth 
year. In 1848, he married Miss Susan Cushman, 
the American actress, who died in 1859. 


M. Aveuste Anicet-Bovrcgois, who, chiefly in 
conjunction with other writers, has supplied from 
two to three hundred dramas to the Parisian thea- 
tres, and who is said to have written some of the 
plays to which Alexandre Dumas gave his name, 
died in February, at Paris, aged sixty-five. 


Mr. T. W. Rosertson, one of the most successful 
of modern English d:amatists, died, near London, on 
February 3d. His first play was performed in 
1862, but the series on which his fame is founded 
was not begun until 1865. It includes “ Society,” 
“Ours,” “ Caste,” “ Play,” “School,’’ and “ M. P,’? 
All of these were given at the Prince of Wales’s 
Theatre, London, and “School’’ had a continuous 
run of 381 nights. Mr. Robertson died at the com- 
paratively early age of forty-two.

RELIGIOUS. 


Memories of Patmos; or, Some of the Great Words 
and Visions of the Apocalypse. By I. R. Macduff, 
D.D. pp. xii., 352. New York: Robert Carter 
& Brothers. 

Dr. Macduff’s writings on religious topics have 
been received with great favor. Of the “ Memories 
of Olivet’? we are told that six thousand copies 
have been sold; of the “ Memories of Gennesaret,” 
twenty-one thousand; of the “Memories of Beth- 
any,’’ forty-one thousand ; of “The Shepherd and 
his Flock,’’? ten thousand. This wide circulation 
is not due to adventitious circumstances. Dr. 
Macduff does not sacrifice good taste or a sound 
biblical exegesis to the demand for the exciting 
and sensational. His popularity is, we think, due 
to the elevated and fervent style in which he writes, 
and to that thorough sympathy with the sacred 
Scriptures which brings him into close contact with 
the heart as well as the mind of his reader. In 
his general conception of pious themes, and in their 
expression and application, he is certainly one of 
our most eloquent and striking writers. All his 
qualities are developed perhaps more fully in the 
present volume than in any of its predecessors. 
This is probably due to the mysteriousness, sacred- 
hess, and sublimity which are associated with “the 
isle that is called Patmos.” ~~ 


Culture and the Gospel; or, a Plea for the Suffi- 
ciency of the Gospel to meet the Wants of an En- 
lightened Age. By Rev. S. McCall. pp. 123. 
New York: A. D. F. Randolph & Co. 

The gem of this little work is a “Concio ad Cle- 
rum” preached by appointment of the General 
Association of Connecticut, at New Haven, July 
20, 1869, in connection with the commencement 
exercises of Yale College. The title of the volume

Moses the Man of God; a Course of Lectures. By 
the late James Hamilton, D.D., F.L.S. pp. viii., 
380. New York: Robert Clark & Brothers. 

_The lectures contained in this volume were de- 

livered to the congregation of Regent Square 

during the winter of 1859-60, and although the 
manuscript was not prepared for the press by the 
author, we are told that it bears sufficient indica- 
tions of his ultimate intentions to justify their 


publication in a collected form. ‘The lectures are 
twenty-five in number, tracing the entire career of 
Moses from the ark of bulrushes to his mysterious 
grave “by Nebo’s lonely Mountain.” Dr. Hamil- 
ton’s style is vigorous and masculine, and at the 
same time no less pleasant to the cultivated than 
edifying to the devout reader.

The Sealed Packet: a Novel. By T. Adolphus Trol- 
lope. pp. 407. Philadelphia: T. B. Peterson & 
Brothers. 

Mr. T. Adolphus Trollope has resided at or near 
Florence since 1848, and has therefore become fa- 
miliarly conversant with Italian manners and his- 
tory. This is evident not only in his elaborate 
“ History of the Commonwealth of Florence,’”’ but 
in his numerous and effective Italian romances. 
These have been reproduced in this country by 
T. B. Peterson & Brothers, and have become quite 
popular, chiefly by their freshness as contrasted 
with the stereotyped English novel and its rather 
commonplace incidents. 


The Snow Man. A Novel. By George Sand. 
Translated from the French by Virginia Vaugh- 
an. Crown 8vo. pp. 555. Boston: Roberts 
Bros. 

It has been asserted that this is the best tale 
ever written by George Sand; but this, however, 
we are disposed to question. It lacks the dramatic 
force so apparent in other of her writings, but it is 
also free from some of those peculiarities which 
have, with many readers, obscured the real merits 
of the author, and given the prurient prudes an 
opportunity to display their virtuous indignation, 
and exclaim against the immorality of George Sand’s 
novels. With this tale, however, the most fasti- 
dious-minded reader could not find fault on that 
score. The scene of the story is Sweden, about a 
hundred years ago, and most of the incidents occur 
within the period of a few days. These, though fol- 
lowing in rapid succession, are so naturally intro- 
duced that the situations are realized without diffi- 
culty.

convenience. The more perceptible changes are 
rather in mechanical details than in matter of sub- 
stance, and have been intended to secure the 
economy of space without loss of convenience in 
perusal. Such subjects as, from their increasing 
importance, seemed to demand a fuller considera- 
tion than they formerly required, have been more 
fully developed ; and it is hoped that the great aim 
of the author, that of usefulness to the reader, and 
especially to students of the science of law, may 
be more fully secured by the work in its present 
form.” 


MEDICAL. 


The Change of Life in Health and Disease. A 
Practical Treatise on the Nervous and Other Af- 
fections Incidental to Women at the Decline of Life. 
By Edward John Tilt, M. D., etc. pp. 292. From 
the third London edition. Philadelphia: Lind- 
say & Blakiston. 

This is an interesting and valuable volume by 
an author well known to medical readers for 
the professional excellence and pleasing style of 
his writings. Its purpose may be judged by an 
extract from the preface: ‘‘ When the last census 
was taken in 1861, 1,177,535 of our fellow-country- 
women of the age of forty-five and under fifty-five 
were living in Great Britain and Ireland, and I can 
scarcely exaggerate the importance of a work which 
tells their history, records the probabilities and the 
inevitabilities of their future, and investigates the 
many diseases by which it may be chequered. 
This volume professes to do so, and it is founded 
on the tabulated estimates of the symptoms and of 
the diseases of five hundred women who were at 
the change of life, or who had passed the meno- 
pause.”’ 

The work is divided into three parts: The Phy- 
siology of the Change of Life ; The General Patho- 
logy of the Change of Life ; and the Special Patho- 
logy of the Change of Life. It contains a number 
of highly instructive statistical tables, evidently 
compiled with great labor and care, on such sub- 
jects as, Date of the cessation of menstruation, Fe- 
cundity of women at various ages, Chances of 
pregnancy late in life, Duration of the menstrual 
function, etc. etc. The text is also illustrated by 
many cases taken from the note-book of the author. 
The work throughout bears the impress of the ex- 
tended experience of an accurate observer, and of 
a judgment matured by an intimate acquaintance 
with the literature of the subject. 

Dr. Tilt, early in life, took to himself the phy- 
siology and diseases of women as his field of labor,

It is very seldom we are called upon to review 
the second edition of a medical work within a year 
after the issue of the first.

ment are given according to the best and latest 
authorities. There are three copious indexes, one 
of remedies, one of diseases, and one of authors. 
The volume is a handsome one, the paper and 
binding being very creditable to the publisher.

POETRY. 


The Earthly Paradise. A Poem. By William 
Morris. Part IV. 16mo. pp. 401. Boston: 
Roberts Bros. 


This is the concluding volume of Mr. Morris’s 
work, containing poems for the months of Decem- 
ber, January, and February. Their titles are as 
follows: ‘The Golden Apples,” “The Fostering of 
Aslang,” “ Bellerophon at Argos,” “The Ring given 
to Venus,” “ Bellerophon in Lycia,” and “ The Hill 
of Venus.” Of these tales, one only is a Norse 
legend, the remainder being fables from the Greek. 
In “ L’Envoi,” the poet commends his work to Geof- 
frey Chaucer, and gives expression to the un- 
bounded admiration he feels for the master after 
whose style these poems are modelled. 

To ail lovers of poetry the completion of the 
“Earthly Paradise” will be a matter of genuine 
exultation. Nothing of its class has appeared of 
late years which can compare with this magnificent 
production. It is anew world of fancy, illimitable 
in extent, and teeming with life, through which 
the reader roams untiringly in a state of dreamy 
delight. A sombre tone pervades all the tales, 
and, as an English critic has justly remarked, the 
key-note of all is the conscious love of life for 
life’s sake ; and the detestation of death, because 
it puts an end to life; which at all moments of 
imagined festivity and delight recur with wistful- 
ness, to deplore that such things must pass away, 
and to desire for them immortality in the midst of 
denying it. 

This thought is aptly illustrated by the lines 
from “Bellerophon in Lycia,’’ where Philonoé is 
chiding her lover for his seeming recklessness. 

Of the dead what hast thou heard 
That maketh thee so rash and unafeared ? 
Can the dead love? or is there any space 
In their long sleep when they lay face to face 
Soft as we do now? can their pale lips plead 


The pleas of love? or can their fixed eyes lead 
Heart unto heart ? 


The poems have such a fascinating influence 
upon the reader’s mind, that critical examination 
becomes almost impossible, and we lay aside the 
book with a feeling of regret, and a sense of having 
suddenly awoke from some delightful dream. 


The Two Brothers and Other Poems. By Edward 
Henry Bickersteth, M.A. pp. xxiii., 324. New 
York: Robert Carter & Brothers. 

Mr. Bickersteth is favorably known in this 
country by his “‘ Yesterday, To-Day, and Forever,” 
a rather ambitious but by no means unsuccessful 
performance. The present volume contains a num- 
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last twenty-seven years, many of which, though 
they have heretofore appeared in print, cannot now 
be readily procured. Three of them obtained the 
chancellor’s medal at the Cambridge commengg. 
ment in 1844, 1845, and 1846. The subjects of the 
poems are diversified, but most of them are of g 
religious cast. Mr. Ray Palmer furnishes an in. 
troductory notice, relating to the author and his 
previous productions, and pays a deserved compli- 
ment to Messrs. Robert Carter & Brothers, not only 
for making the public acquainted with the works 
of Mr. Bickersteth, but for the contributions they 
are constantly making, in their carefully chosen 
publications, towards a supply of a Christian, and 
yet elevated and attractive literature. 


Nebraska Legends and Poems. By Orasmus Charles 
Dake. pp. 165. New York: Pott & Amery, 
Mr. Dake tells us,in his preface, that these 

poems are tentative both of his own strength and 
public taste, and that they have been produced at 
a point remote from literary fellowship, when he 
has been thrown solely on his own judgment. He 
regards the Indian, prior to his corruption by con- 
tact with the whites, as quite as good a subject for 
poetry as the old Pagan Greeks of Homer and the 
Dramatists, who were separated into little tribes, 
forever at war, and whose common occupation was 
the sacking of towns and the carrying off of de- 
fenceless women. ‘The Legend of the Raw Hide” 
contains a great deal of poetic thought and grace- 
ful expression.
